Rut no—If we stay a little longer, 
and watch the children flock quietly 
into the dining room—we’ll see how 
orderly they are. 
Each child pours his own glass 
of milk from the big pitcher in the 
center of the table. And then, how 
that milk does disappear! Any child 
can hare as many lunches as he 


likes. 
An extra dessert mean* an 
extra first course. 
And It la •ap­ 
prising, according to Mrs. Kefll, how 
often a child eats his lunch, in­ 
cluding dessert, and then gcsea back 
tor a second round. 


But what’s the matter with thle 
little girl? She doesn’t seem to be 
getting on very well today. She wae 
sent to nursery school because her 
mother simply could not make her 
e a t 
The 
child 
has Just come 
through a long siege of Illness, and 
It is very Important that she learn 
to eat. At home, she refuses prac­ 
tically all the food that Is offered 
to her. 
Mrs. Kell is sitting at this little 
girl’s table. 
See how careful she 
is to giro the child only small serv­ 
ings. 
Not more thsn two or three 
teaspoons of any one food. 
And 
Mrs. Kell Is eating very slowly to 
keep the child company. 
She pre> 
tends not to notice her indifference 
to food. 
The little girl is reactin g quite 
normally to such good treatm ent. 
She’s trying to show off. Now she’« 
on the verge of tears. 
But Mrs. 
Kell la talking with a boy on her 
other side, about trains that go 
round a track, and about the ani­ 
mals at the circus—pleasant things 
to talk about 
Really, if ths con­ 


versation at the table Is entertain­ 
ing enough, you’re bound to forget 
your troubles and eat a little. 
As a matter of fa c t the children 
at this school are encouraged to 
talk, to think of mealtime as a 
happy period at which they can 
express 
them selves 
without 
re­ 
straint. Mrs. Kell has four simple 
rules, that make for contentment at 
meals: first, twenty-five mlnutee of 
rest before m eals. 
Second, very 
small servings of food until the 
child has formed the habit of eat- 
j lng all that is served him. 
Third, 
patience and no signs of anxiety on 
' the part of the grown-ups at the 
table. 
Fourth, pleasant conversa­ 
tion at mealtime, on subjects not 
connected with food. 


Tested Recipes 


DENTON.— Among food staples 
f'gga hold a very Im portant place 
In tho spring menu. At this time it 
is desirable from the standpoint 
of economy to use eggs freely. The 
greater availability of 
absolutely 
fresh eggs should also favor more 
extensive use of them. 
The first principle to be observ­ 
ed in egg rookery is to rook them 
at low tem perature. Baked foods 
containing much egg require low 
oven tem peratures. The sam e holds 
for cooking queen fritters or other 
egg mixtures in deep fat or saute- 
lng. In all egg m ixtures too high 
tem peratures result In shrinkage 
and yield a tough product. This 
principle holds whether the prob- 
lent Is angel food rake, sponge 
cake, souffles, m eringues, 
baked 
custard, scram bled egg* or just 
plain fried poached or boiled eggs.

Kscalloped Cheese:— Place but­ 
tered bread In a simple layer in a 
buttered casserole. Spread about 
1-2 c of grated cheese or of sm all 
pieces of cheese over the bread. 
Add another lay «* of bread and 
cheese as the preceding one. Com ­ 
bine two eggs with two cupfuls of 
scalded milk, add 1-2 t salt, 1-4 
t mustard and 1-8 t m ustard If 
desired. If dry bread is used addi­ 
tional milk will be required. Pour 
the egg and m ilk mixture over the 
dry Ingredients and bake In a very 
slow oven until the custard Is set. 
It is safer to pla«~e it In a pan of 
boiling w ater during baking.
